Paramedic training builds confidence 
School nurse earns special skills 


Arlington High's school nurse has 


risen above and beyond the call of 
duty. 


Margaret Ford is one of the few 


women in the Northwest suburbs that 
is trained as a paramedic. Although 
she does not use her paramedic train- 
ing as part of her routine work as a 
school nurse, that extra bit of knowl- 
edge has given her "a greater self 
confidence in taking care of emer- 
gencies," she said. 


In the event of an emergency, Mrs. 


Ford can begin medical procedures 
while the Arlington Heights Fire Dept. 
paramedics are racing to the scene. 


MRS. FORD believes it is her duty 


as a nusse to constantly update her 
emergency skills and becoming a 
paramedic was just one way to 
strengthen her knowledge. "If any- 
thing happened in a school, if anyone 


is sick or injured, the first person 
they turn to is the school nurse," she 
said. 


As a > paramedic certified through 


the State of Illinois, Margaret can 
give medication, start intravenous 
feeding and administer emergency 
care. However, she stressed that 
when working as a school nurse she is 
not authorized to give medication. 


Mrs. Ford was one of only 'two 


women in a class of 30 paramedic 
traineees at Northwest Community 
Hospital last fall. Her training includ- 
ed 90 hours of class time work, 
exams, hospital work in intensive and 
coronary, care, intravenous therapy 
and obstetrics and five critical emer- 
gency runs. 


However, a paramedic's education 


doesn't stop with a diploma. Mrs. Ford 
must continue to attend classes every 


other month and work a number of 
hours in the hospital emergency 
room. 


"Originally, I wanted to be a para- 


medic for the extra emergency train- 
ing," Mrs. Ford said. "But I found 


that when I received my certification, 
I had also accpmplished a few other 
equally important objectives. Not only 
was I a female in a profession domi- 
nated by males, but I was a grand- 
mother on top of it."

cluded only persona whose last names 
began with the letter A through F.

not have an exact number of names, 
that were not disclosed. §he also said 
she did not know how much money 
was collected in the primary cam- 
paign. Nearly one-half of the primary 
contributors named Sunday were list- 
ed as giving an "unknown" amount. 


David Green, Walker's campaign 


chairman, said he was "pulling every- 
one off the project for the next 48 
hours. It has cost us dearly in terms 
of time and people." 


The latest disclosure brings a total 


of 15,000 names that have been re- 
leased as contributors to Walker's 
1972 bid. 


The new list shows no contributors 


who gave more than $5,000 in the 1972 
primary campaign. The list includes 
seven names of persons who gave be- 
tween $1,000 and $5,000.

Walker and Hewlett have been criti- 


cal of each other's disclosures. The 
governor refused for three years to 
release the names of the contributors, 
saying there would be reprisals for 
their efforts to beat the Daley organi- 
zation.

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Ford 'completely honest9 in denying any Nixon deals 


LANTANA, Fla. (UPI)-A stress 


analysis expert who tested a tape 
recording of President Ford's report 
on the pardoning of former President 
Nixon says he believes Ford was 
"completely honest" in saying he 
made no secret deals with Nixon, the 
National Enquirer said Sunday. 


The Enquirer, in its March 23 edi- 


tion, reported on tests conducted by 
Charles McQulston, using the new 
psychological Stress Evaluator (PSE) 
which federal agencies are using as a 
substitute or supplement to poly- 


graphs. McQulston is co-inventor of 
the device and formerly worked for 
the Central Intelligence Agency. 


"My analysis . . . showed a per- 


fectly normal stress pattern in Ford's 
words, the characteristic of a com- 
pletely true and honest response," 
McQuiston said. 


The report said McQulston spent 20 


hours evaluating Ford's statements at 
a Sept. 16,1974, news conference, held 
shortly after the pardon was granted. 


"Americans can be sure that Mr. 


Ford pardoned Nixon for the reason 


he stated. There were no bargains, no 
secret deals," McQuiston concluded. 


Ford was asked at the news confer- 


ence whether, as some leading Re- 
publicans had hinted, that he had a 
secret reason for granting the pardon. 
He replied, "Let me say I had no se- 
cret reason, that I 'don't recall telling 
any Republican that I had Such a rea- 
son." 


Later, in the news conference, Ford 


said, "There was no understanding, 
no deal between me and the former 
president or between my staff and the 


former president's staff, whatsoever." 


McQulston found, "In the first part 


of this statement, dealing with the 
President's denial of any deal made 
by him, there is no stress at all, show- 
ing complete honesty on his part, when 
Mr. Ford talks about deals between 
the two staffs, stress does increase 
moderately. This is understandable, 
considering the fact that Mr. Ford 
could not be entirely sure there had 
not been some contact between -the 
staffs without his knowledge. 


"But he could not have been in- 


fluenced by such contacts even if they 


did take place, otherwise he could not 
have passed the PSE analysis with 
flying colors," McQuiston reported. 


Ford also said his main concern in 


the pardon was healing the wounds of 
Watergate. "This statement appears 
p e r f e c t l y normal through PSE 
analysis — no deception, involved," 
said McQuiston. 


The President also told the report- 


ers he felt the pardon was in the best 
interests of the nation. "This state- 
ment is almost totally clear of 
stress," said McQuiston. 


The President said he felt his deci- 


sion in granting the pardon was "the 
right decision." In this, McQulston 
found "totally acceptable stress levels 
here. There is nothing at all deceptive 
in the President's words. There is no 
way the President could be lying and 
not show substantial stress hi his 
voice." 


Stress analysis results, the Enquirer 


said, have been admitted as evidence 
in the courts of five states, and are 
now used by 200 law enforecement 
agencies. 


Terrorists claim 
secret Patty deal 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The ter- 


rorist group that says it bombed the 
Hearst Castle and family retreat 
claims a high-level "secret deal" has 
been reached to give Patricia Hearst 
her freedom. 


A(communique from the group said 


the family retreat at Wyntoon, Calif., 
may be "booby - trapped" and once 
again demanded $250,000 for the de- 
fense of William and Emily Harris, the 
Symbionese Liberation Army mem- 
bers arrested with Miss Hearst Sept. 
18. 


The communique, delivered to news 


media during the weekend, said it 
was from the "Lucio Cabanas Unit" 
of the "New World Liberation Front." 


The unit first demanded money af- 


ter claiming responsibility for a bomb 
which caused $1 million damage Feb. 
12 to a guest house at the Hearst 
Castle in San Simeon. A similar de- 
vice, also claimed by the group, par- 
tially exploded last Thursday at the 
Wyntoon estate, 


During the weekend, Miss Hearst 


was in jail recuperating from the flu 
and was reported as "feeling better." 
Her bank robbery trial will enter Its 


eighth week Monday when the govern- 
ment's second psychiatric witness, 
Dr. Harry Kozol, gives his opinion 
that Miss Hearst participated in the 
robbery of her own free will. 


Miss Hearst's own testimony has in- 


criminated the Harrises in her kid- 
naping and the terrorist communique 
said if money is not provided for the 
Harris defense, the Hearsts "will 
surely spend 20 times this amount pro- 
tecting and trying to rebuild their em- 
pire if they live." 


The New World Liberation Front as- 


serted that in January aides of Ran- 
dolph Hearst, Patricia's publisher fa- 
ther, worked out an agreement with 
officials of President Ford's presiden- 
tial campaign. 


This so-called "secret deal" was 


said to have provided for Miss 
Hearst's eventual freedoom in ex-' 
change for "full endorsements" of the 
Ford campaign. 


F. Lee Bailey, Miss Hearst's de- 


fense attorney, called the terrorist 
charge "completely stupid." If any- 
thing, he said the government has 
been extra hard on the newspaper' 
heiress.

Police alert for bombing war in England 


Police and security agencies were on alert Sunday for a threat- 


ened new bombing war in England by the Provisional wing of the 
Irish Republican Army, Scotland Yard sources said. The London 
Sunday Express newspaper quoted Whitehall security chiefs as say- 
ing a major IRA offensive will be launched within the next 48 
hours. Scotland Yard declined further comment on the report. Po- 
lice have not relaxed their watch for bombers since a bomb was 
found and defused at London's Oxford Circus subway station on 
Feb. 13. 


Moscow reacts to Ford 'detente* decision 
President Ford's decision to drop the word "detente" helped start 


a "clamorous campaign" to set back East-West relations, the Com- 
munist party newspaper Pravda said Sunday. The authoritative 
commentary in the newspaper's International review marked the 
first high-level reaction to Ford's remark, although a Soviet maga- 
zine last week branded the statement an election ploy. 


Pravda said that while Washington said it would no longer use 


the word detente, "the essence of the U.S. foreign policy will re- 
main unchanged."

Soviet spies in Washington named 


Twenty-three persons were named Sunday by the weekly National 


Enquirer as Soviet spies working out of the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington, the United Nations and the Soviet consulate In San 
Francisco. The list included Soviet United Nations Ambassador Ja- 
cob Malik, and Consul General Aleksander Zinchuk in San Fran- 
cisco. The Enquirer said all 23 were agents of either the KGB or 
the Red Army's Intelligence agency, known as GRU. It also said 
that half the staffs of Russian diplomatic and trade missions and 
the Soviet airline Aeroflot are suspected of spying. 


Hydrogen bomb tested 'in Nevada 


A hydrogen bomb was detonated deep below ground Sunday 


morning in Pahute Mesa, Nev., possibly the last megaton-sized 
blast from which scientists may collect data before a treaty with 
Russia limits underground nuclear testing. The explosion, code- 
named "Colby," had an announced yield of 500 kilotons to one 
megaton, equivalent to one million tons of TNT, or 50 times greater 
than the atomic bombs dropped on Japan during World War II. The 
nuclear weapon, burled 4,175 feet underground, created a molten 
cavern big enough to hold the Empire State Building.

Moscow 'playing cat and mouse' 
Sadat urges end of Soviet treaty 


CAIRO, Egypt (UPI) - President 


Anwar Sadat Sunday called for termi- 
nation of Egypt's 15-year friendship 
and cooperation treaty with the Soviet 
Union because he said Moscow is 
"playing a cat and mouse game with 
me." Approval by parliament ap- 
peared assured. 


". . . they are putting economic 


pressure and military pressure on me 
unless I go to them begging on my 
knees. But I shall never go on my 
knees. I kneel only to God," Sadat 
told parliament In a three-hour 
speech. 


He said Soviet refusal to supply Eg- 


ypt with new arms "will turn all the 
(Soviet-made) arms I have into scrap 
iron." 


The 15-year friendship and coopera- 


tion treaty was signed May 27,1971. 


Sadat presented to parliament a 


two-article legislative proposal on 
cancellation of the treaty. 


In an emotional speech, he said: 
"The Soviets are refusing to give 


me arms. They are refusing to re- 
schedule Egyptian debts. What is • 
worse they are demanding that I pay 
interest on the military debts ... 


"The exchange of letters I have had 


with Soviet leaders show clearly that 
the Soviet Union is playing a cat and 
mouse game with me. 


"In one year and one-and-a-half 


years at most, all the arms I have 
will turn into scrap iron because they 
are withholding spare parts' for arms 
and the means to overhaul plane en- 
gines." 


Sadat said he tried to get spare 


parts and other replacements for Eg- 
ypt's Soviet-supplied M621 jet fight- 
ers from India which produces them 
under license. 


"But India replied saying It re- 


gretted it was unable to comply be- 
cause the Soviet Union said no," Sa- 
dat said. 


D e a f e n i n g rounds of applause 


greeted Sadat's attack on the Soviet 
Union. The loudest came when he pro- 
posed to'terminate the treaty. 


The reaction indicated the 360-mem- 


ber house would approve the proposal 


• with an overwhelming majority. 


If Moscow's attitude "is a measure 


of Soviet respect for the treaty — to 
honor it when they like and to dis- 
regard it when they wish — then the 


treaty becomes just a piece of pa- 
per," Sadat said. 


Following a procedural preamble, 


the legislative proposal read: 
. "Article 1: Termination of the 
friendship and cooperation treaty 
signed by the Arab Republic of Egypt 
and the U.S.S.R. on May 27,1971. 


"Article 2: This law shall go into 


effect as from the date of its promul- 
gation." 


It meant the cancellation would 


take effect immediately after the par- 
liament's approval and Sadat's sign- 
ing,

Because of Soviet reluctance to 


replenish Egyptian arms supply, Sa- 
dat in May 1974 decided to diversify 
the country's armament sources and 
has since concluded deals with West- 
ern countries, notably France and 
Britain. 


Sadat since late 1974 also has sought 


arms from the United States. 


The United States has agreed in 


principle to establish a military sup- 
ply relationship with Egypt and, as a 
first step, has offered to supply six 
C130 military transport planes. 


Franjieh warned of ouster by force 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Rebel 


army leader Brig. Gen. Aziz Ahdab 
Warned President Suleiman Franjieh 
Sunday to resign immediately or be 
ousted by force. But the defiant presi- 
dent, his position suddenly bolstered 
by the support of powerful Christian 
militias, dared him to try. 


Clashes flared across Beirut as the 


country's different army factions and 
private Christian and Moslem militias 
took sides. The sound of rocket and 
machinegun fire erupted in the capi- 
tal's deserted streets for the seventh 
time in 11 months of civil strife. 


Franjieh had defied both Ahdab's 


demands and a parliamentary petition 
for his resignation, .saying he would 
quit "only if they carry me out dead." 


Ahdab, the Moslem commander of 


the Beirut army garrison who 
launched his revolt last Thursday, 
gave the Christian president another 
ultimatum to resign or "the nation- 
alist reform movement will be forced

to resolve the situation by military 
methods." 


But in a last-minute switch, the 


powerful right-wing Phalangist Party, 
which had initially supported the call 
for Franjieh to resign voluntarily, an- 
nounced it would oppose attempts to 
oust him by force. 


"His resignation will only lead to a 


(political) vacuum and push Lebanon 
to the brink of the unknown," the 
Phalangists said in a statement. 


If the Phalangists are now willing 


to fight for Franjieh, it meant that he-- 
could count on an additional force of 
about 10,000 trained militiamen armed 
with jeeps, armored cars, rockets, 
mortars and inachineguns. 


Official sources estimated he al- 


ready has about 1,000 loyal army 
troops and a brigade of tanks ready to 
defend his hilltop Baabda presidential 
palace stronghold seven miles south- 
east of Beirut. 


He also has the allegiance of up to 


9,000 other militiamen and irregulars. 


Behind Ahdab is the nation's 24- 


plane air force and, if it comes down- 
to a showdown, probably the military 
high command which can muster an 
additional 10,000 troops. 


The 2,000-man Lebanese Arab 


Army, composed of Moslem army 
deserters, is also against Franjieh.

Crucial New York financial solvency period nears 


WASHINGTON (UPD-Offidals in 


Washington say the next few weeks 
will be crucial in determining whether 
New York City will, ever regain finan- 
cial solvency without going through a 
prolonged, painful 
and uncertain 


bankruptcy. 


So far, the city has borrowed $1.19 


billion from the Treasury and It is to 
receive another loan of $70 million 
Monday. 


But starting next month, the loans 


must be repaid, with no debts toft by 
.June 30, when the fiscal year ends. 
Than, under the terms of the emer- 


gency loan program enacted last win- 
ter, the-city can resume borrowing 
July 1 to meet temporary cash short- 
ages. 


In the meantime, New York State, 


between April 1 and June 30, must 
borrow about $4 billion. That money is 
required to make advance aid pay- 
ments to every village, city and 
school board In the state. 


If the state can't raise the money, 


every governmental entity in the state 
would be in financial Jeopardy and 
"New York City is kaput; the game is 
over," says one official. 


Robert Gerard, a 31-year-old New 


York.City native, runs the loan pro- 
gram as deputy assistant secretary of 
the Treasury. 


Officially, he Is optimistic the city 


will find a path out of its dilemma. 
His optimism is based on the simple 
grounds that no rational, feasible al- 
ternative exists to the sacrifice which 
•till must .come. 


"The will It then," says Gerard. 


"But radical surgery is still required 
In that budget." 


He dismisses the suggestion new 


Yorkers are stalling in hopes a more 
open-handed Democratic adminis- 
tration will take over in Washington 
in January. "You can have anybody 
you want in the White House, but Con- 
gress is not prepared to take actions 
that would make the problem go 
away," he says.

Although the district levies a 
special museum tax of 5 cents per 
$1,000 assessed valuation, it has been 
recommended that a loan would speed 
development of the park and would 
cut costs by avoiding later in- 
flationary effects on materials and 
salaries. 


The loan, if taken out, would be se- 


cured b'y the later collection of the tax 
levy. 


load. The full-time equivalent figure 
for the college this semester is 6,800 
students, nearly reaching the 7,000 ca- 
pacity the college anticipated by 1980.

students. 


The largest increases this semester 


in credit offerings are in business, so- 
cial science and career programs, es- 
pecially health sciences, Lewis said. 
There is also a noticeable increase in 
participation in the women's and se- 
nior citizen's programs.

Village decides lights plan tonight 


The 
Arlington Heights Village 


Board will decide tonight whether to 
install the controversial sodium vapor 
streetlights on major village streets 
and in the central business district. 


That proposal was unanimously en- 


dorsed last week by the Arlington 
Heights plan commission. 


The village board meeting will be- 


gin at 8 p.m. at the municipal build- 
ing, 33 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


The proposal calls for a gradual 


transition from mercury vapor fixture 
to the yellow-toned sodium lights. 


William Bachem, village electrical 


engineer, said the transition from 
mercury vapor lights to sodium vapor 


lights could save as much as 50 per 
cent on the village's lighting bill. He 
said the sodium lights can provide 
about twice the light for the same 
amount of electricity as the mercury 
lights. 


Bachem said the village bill could 


be trimmed by $8,000 to $26,000 a year 
depending on the rate of replacing the 
existing fixtures with sodium lights. 


The proposal does not cover resi- 


dential areas but only designated ma- 
jor streets and the business district. 


Bachem said the fear expressed by 


some environmentalists that the yel- 
low sodium lights are harmful to 
plant life has not been borne out in 
recent tests and studies.

Election '76: Walker sets strategy. 


by STEVE HROUN 


A news analvsis 


ftov Daniel Walker is not making 


announcements about it, but bits and 
pieces of his election day strategy are 
beginning to show. 


Fir&t, some observers say Sec. of 


State Michael J. Howlett, Walker's 
primary election opponent, is waiting 
for Mayor Richard J. Daley's army of 
precinct captains to pile up a big vote 
margin in Chicago. Big enough to 
counter whatever gains Walker might 
hope to make in Downstate Illinois or 
the suburbs. 


HOWEVER, THE governor's strate- 


gists are looking at the results of 
Walker's 1972 primary victory over 
U S. Rep. Paul Simon, D-24th, and the 
1975 mayoral primary. They conclude 
the best the machine can do for a can- 
didate Is deliver about 56 per cent of 
the vote. 


That is what the captains got for 


Simon four years ago. But more im- 
portantly, that is all the diminishing 
power of the captains could get for 
Daley In the mayoral primary, THE 
election Daley wanted to win big. 


Most Daley lieutenants are publicly 


overlooking that point and predicting 
a Howlett margin in the city much 
larger than 56 per cent. But the facts 
suggest such a margin cannot be pro- 
duced. 


Walker has also mentioned several 


times that he expects to get a big 
share of voters who turn out for Ala- 
bama Gov. George Wallace, one of 
four candidates in the presidential 
preference primary. Most observers 
believe the Wallace vote will come 
from people who don't normally vote 
and if the Wallace supporters come 
out in masse and if they also go for 
Walker, their support could be signifi- 
cant. 


WALKER SAID he thinks he will 


get the Wallace vote because of his 
position against taxes, but he may 
also gain some votes in his opposition 
to handgun controls and support of re- 
storing the death penalty. 


Walker aides contend new voters, 


not Republican crossovers, made the 
difference in 1972. It could be they are 
counting other "new voters" again 
this year. 


The governor is also counting on a 


certin degree of popularity he has es- 
tablished by paying attention to the 
needs of several downstate areas in 
some of the "traditionally" forgotten 
areas. 


But Walker has a variety of other 


political weapons available to him. By 
design or coincidence — but most 
likely by design — candidates loyal to 
Walker are running all over the state 
and especially in Cook County against 
every Daley-backed candidate. 


TWO MEN, William Clark and 


James Dooley, are opposing Daley 
nominees for the Illinois Supreme 
Court. This is a "first" in the state's 
political history. 


A Pole, Leonard Nowakowski, is 


running against Circuit Court Clerk 
Morgan Findley. A political unknown 
Nowakowski, who is the Thornton' 
Township Democratic committeeman, 
seems to be running as hard to get 
the Polish vote for Walker as he is for 
his own candidacy. There are about 
400,000 votes in the Polish community 
in Chicago, and Walker aides say they 
can lay claim to many of them. 


Then there is a classic liberal, Don- 


ald Page Moore, who is running 
against former Appellate Court Judge 
Edward Egan for state's attorney. 
Moore is a gadfly throving barbs at 
every machine candidate w thin frag- 
ging range. Even thought the liberals 
are mad at Walker because he fooled 
them in 1972, they will probably fall in 
step for Moore and Joanne Alter, an- 
other Walker candidate who has liber- 
al-independent backing. 


Another important factor in the gov- 


ernor's confusion diffusion attack plan 
is the election of delegate candidates 
for the national convention. Walker is 
running delegates pledged to him but 
allegedly independent of anyone, in- 
cluding Walker, even if they make it 
to the convention in July. 


THE IMPORTANT point is not elect 


delegates, but to hype the anti-Daley 
image that Walker has cultivated so 
well, and divert the attention of the 
precinct captains a little more. As in 
the races for the Illinois Supreme 
Court or state's attorney, there are no 
patronage jobs connected to the dele- 
gate race. The only thing at stake is 
bringing in the precinct for Daley. But 


that task becomes tougher when there 
are all sorts of minor fights to wage 
on every level. 


It is those minor battles that will 


divert the energies of the Chicago pre- 
cinct captains and the Downstate or- 
ganizations — and may contribute 
strongly to the reelection of Walker. 


The only way to tell if the strategy 


will work is to look at the vote totals 
tomorrow night. Before then, Daley 
will probably decide what he wants 
the most: 


• The governor's mansion for Iron 


Mike Howlett; 


• two more seats on the Illinois Su- 


preme Court, which will probably be 
asked to rule on such issues as the 
desegregation of Chicago schools in 
the future; 
'• the power of the state's attorney's 


office; 


• or jobs connected with the Clerk 


of the Circuit Court's office. 


The decision won't really be known 


until the votes are counted Tuesday 
night. Daley has already made his de- 
cision and Dan Walker is hoping Da- 
ley wants something else in Illinois 
more than him.

... Daley has a precinct captain army

A news analysis 


Democratic voters in the March 16 


primary will face eight contested 
state and county-wide races on the 
voting machine when they close the 
voting booth curtain. 


They'll also face a complex presi- 


dential primary and a complicated ju- 
dicial ballot. 


All this — the most hotly and widely 


contested Democratic primary in the 
memory of long-time conty polici- 
ans — shapes up as an 
extraor- 


dinary challenge to the fabled "ma- 
chine" run by Chicago Mayor Richard 
J. Daley, which has long been flaw- 
less at delivering votes. 


Political observers differ sharply on 


what effect the number of primary 
contests will have on the bdaley or- 
ganization's ability to deliver, but are 
united in agreeing on the unprece- 
dented nature of the test. 


IF THE MACHINE should even 


slightly fatter in its vote-getting now- 
er, the remilt could be «n increase in 
the Importance of the traditionally un- 


controllable suburban vote in state 
and county races. 


Milton Rakove, political science 


professor at the University of Illinois- 
Chicago Circle and the author of a de- 
finitive "insider's" study of the Daley 
machine, says the key to the machine 
vote will be, as usual, the precinct 
captain. 


"With all these contests it's tougher 


than any tune I can ever remember 
for a captain to deliver the vote," Ra- 
kove told The Herald. 


In past primaries, in which only one 


or two offices have been contested, 
the precinct captains have been able 
to ensure the "correct" vote in those 
races. 


Rakove says that this time the cap- 


tains will have to ensure a strong vote 
for Sec. of State Michael Howlett 
against Gov. Daniel Walker, but will 
also have to worry about all other of- 
fices. Even the patronage-rich post of 
the clerk of the Circuit Court at the 
bottom of the machine baa a contest. 
"They am going to have to go for the 
whole ticket," Rakove said. 


AS A PRECAUTION again* voter 


confusion one* they get put the most 


publicized races, Daley told precinct 
captains recently to make sure to or- 
der sample ballots "or the central 
committee will order them for you " 


Daley put great emphasis on the 


number of races which will confront 
the voters. He drew groans from the 
assembled captains when he began 
explaining the judicial ballot, in which 
Daley regulars have many battles 
against independents. 


"Yoo can't tell people just to vote 


for the top candidates. On the new 
judges our slate starts with the ninth 
place down .in the third column and 
people have to remember that," he 
said. 


In addition to handing out sample 


ballots, Rakove suggests enterprising 
precinct and ward organizations may 
do some other things to ensure their 
voters remember who the organiza- 
tion candidates are. 


"In 1972 Vito Marzullo (alderman 


and 25th Ward committeeman) was 
against McGovern and Walker. All 
over fee ward they passed out thou- 
sands of forma which said 'I am unfa- 
miliar with the voting machine. I 
want to vote for a straight Democrat- 


ic ticket except for Richard Nixon and 
Richard Ogilvie. Please help me.' 
They could do something like that 
again," said Rakove. 


ADDING TO possible voter con- 


fusion — and the necessity that any 
kind of instructions be very specific — 
is the way the state-wide candidates 
will be listed on the voting machine. 


The candidates will be switched 


frorn column to column on the voting 
machine, in odd and even numbered 
congressional districts, with no con- 
sideration of lining up the organiza- 
tion-backed Democratic candidates 
with one another. 


For example, in even-numbered dis- 


tricts, Joanne Alter, the lieutenant 
governor 
candidate running with 


Walker, will be listed in the same col- 
umn as Howlett, an arrangement that 
could lead the unwary voter astray. 


Lynn Williams, New Trier Township 


committeeman and long-time Daley 
foe, said he does not believe all the 
roadblocks will prevent the Daley or- 
ganization from delivering the vote in 
its usual fashion. 


In addition, Williams fears the num-. 


ber of contests will actually cut into 


the voter turnout among the indepen- 
dent voters. "People who don't have a 
high level of political interest can be 
attracted by a two-man contest, but 
they are confused when there are a 
multiplicity of contests," he said 


A LOW TURNOUT would result in a 


"precinct captains' election" in which 
the Daley army of workers would be 
able to determine the result through 
careful instruction of the voters, Wil- 
liams and others say. 


However, there is always the possi- 


bility that the large number of races 
will result in increased voter interest 
and that'the "controlled vote" will 
falter. 


For once, precinct captains will not 


have the benefit of a straight-ticket 
lever in an election with contests at 
all levels. 


Given the fact that a large voter- 


turnout in the 1972 primary succeeded 
in defeating the organization in both 
the governor's and state's attorney's 
race, that lack of a straight 1 cket le- 
ver with so many races could .nake a 
difference. 


"There's no telling what will hap- 


pen," Rakove said.

Ann Matthews an unusual pioneer woman 


For those who think feminine in- 


itiative is a recent development, Gor- 
don P. Tierney of Inverness presents 
this account of his ancestor, Ann Mat- 
thews Floyd Jessup, and in so doing 
wins this weeks' $5. 


Ann Matthews was an extraor- 


dinary woman. 


Born in 1738, appointed a minister 


in the Quaker Society of Friends at 
age 27, she mothered four children 
and 11 stepchildren and was twice 
widowed. She was among those in 
New Garden, N.C., who nursed, 
h o u s e d and fed the American 
wounded after the Battle of Guilford 
Courthouse, one of the more bloody 
engagements of the Revolutionary 
War. 


But perhaps her greatest achieve- 


ment was establishing the first or- 
chards in the mid-south and eastern 
seaboard. 


ANN WAS married first to John 


Floyd, whose untimely death left her 
a young widow with one child, Eliza- 
beth. In 17M at age 28, she married 
Thomas Jessup, who had 11 children 
born of two wives. Together they had 
four more children, one of whom died 
in infancy. 


After Jessup's death in 1783, Ann re- 


turned actively to the ministry, then 
felt compelled to "carry the truth" to 
Scotland, where she also visited one 
of her stepdaughters who had married 
* Scotsman. 


Imagine the ocean journey of this 


32-year-old backwoods woman to the 
city of Glasgow and her two years 
purposeful wandering over the British 
Isles. In the autumn of 1792, she re- 
turned to her home at New Garden 
with seeds and roots of English flow- 
ers and vegetables, English millet (al- 
falfa), and scions of many kinds of 
apples, cherries and other fruits. 


The following spring, she had these 


scions grafted, establishing the first 
known orchard in this section of the 
South. From these trees, a nursery 
was established, from which fruit 
trees were sold all over the country,

notably to the Quakers moving west- 
ward, thus immeasurably bettering 
the pioneer diet. 


IN 1817, Ann received approval of 


the Society of Friends to "carry the 
truth" to the new free territory in 
Ohio. 


So at 79, Ann Matthews Floyd Jes- 


sup set forth once more. Before she 
turned westward, she packed in her 
saddlebag her seeds, her roots and 
her cuttings. Among the new pioneers 
of the Middle West, the "truth" would 
be brightened by the beauty and com- 
fort she had brought across the Atlan- 
tic to North Carolina, and now across 
the mountains and the Mississippi to 
cheer her people and improve their 
manner of living. 


She died in 1822 at 84. Today, 


though her memory has all but faded 
from the American scene, the "fruit" 
of her labors remains — a living trib- 
ute to an extremely foresighted wom- 
an.

to resist increases in local school 
taxes at the same time that he was 
reducing state aid to schools." 


The other gubernatorial candidates 


in tomorrow's primary election have 
been spared the criticism Walker has 
received from the educational com- 
munity. Republican James Thompson 
has said education is a "top priority 
in the state," and that he will do ev- 
erything he can to reallocate budget 
resources to make additional funding 
available for schools. 


His opponent Richard Cooper calls 


education the No. 1 priority in state 
government but does not favor in- 
creases in state funds at this time. He 
said despite soaring costs, the quality 
of education has diminished, and until 
some cost effectiveness basis is found 
to judge education he cannot advocate 
increased spending. 


Democrat Michael Hewlett, the man 


Walker has to beat, has also pledged 
to cut back everyplace he can in the 
state budget to get full funding for 
schools. 


EDUCATION HAS never been a 


serious election issue before this year. 
It was always "good politics" to favor 
quality education and it fell into cam- 
paign rehtoric right alongside of 
apple pie and motherhood. 


This year, a politician's views on 


education may get him defeated or 
elected. It depends on the com- 
mitment of the people to schools. It 
depends on whether that commitment 
will translate into votes.

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Women take aim at hand guns

When Susan Sullivan first became concerned about 


the issue of gun control, she got into a telephone 
debate with an official of the National Rifle Associ- 
ation, the $19 million gun group that has thus far 
prevented the passage of gun control legislation. 


A few days later Mrs. Sullivan received in the mail 


a cookbook from the NRA man. 


That was in 1973 and since then Mrs. Sullivan, a 


Winnetka homemaker, and her colleagues have be- 
come a force for the anti-gun control people to reck- 
on with. 


She and other North Shore women organized The 


Committee for Hand Gun Control, Inc., which now 
has a working nucleus of about SO women in the 
Chicago area and some 5,000 subscribers nation- 
wide, including some residents of the northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Working out of attic headquarters In the home of 


member Georgene Campion on a shoestring budget 
funded by voluntary donations (one of their most 
successful fund-raisers netted $4,000), the committee 
competes relentlessly against the $550 million to $2 
billion gun industry. 


The women modestly claim to represent 73 per 


cent of Americans, although the latest Gallup Polls 
have shown 85 per cent of Americans favor gun con- 
trol. And a recent poll taken in Illinois showed that 
65 per cent of the women in this state favor a hand- 
gun ban. The total percentage of men and women in 
Illinois favoring such a ban was 58. Both figures are 
up since last August, when a similar poll was taken. 


THROUGH appearances on local and national TV 


and radio programs, through research and dis- 
tribution of printed materials and through testimony 
before Congressional bodies, the committee — which 
is a registered lobby — advocates a very clearcut 
position: banning the manufacture and sale of con- 
cealable handguns — "the tool of the criminal." 


"We do not advocate further restrictions on long 


guns (rifles and target shooting pistols); we do not 
support confiscating weapons of law-abiding citi- 
zens," the committee states in a position paper. 


The handgun ban is contained in an amendment to 


the proposed Firearms Act, which would also 
strengthen federal licensing requirements for fire- 
arm manufacturers and dealers (under present law, 
anyone can get a dealer's license for $10). It would 
also close other loop holes in the 1968 Gun Control 
Act. 


The legislation earlier this month was banished to 


a subcommittee by a one-vote margin of the House 
Judiciary Committee. Joining in the vote against the 
bill were Illinois Congressmen Thomas Railsback, 
R-Rock Island, and Henry Hyde, R-Oak Park. 


Another Illinois Congressman, 
Martin Russo, 


D-Chicago, is the author of the handgun ban amend- 
ment, while Robert McClory, R-Waukegan, has also 
been a staunch supporter of the legislation. 


Judiciary Committee Chairman Peter W. Rodino, 


D-N.J., acknowledged that members were besieged 
by calls and mail from the NRA prior to the vote. 
Another Congressman complained of "blatant and 
crass lobbying" and "intemperate remarks" by the 
NRA and by Smith & Wesson gun manufacturers 
(who enjoyed $58.1 million sales in 1974). 


THE REASON Congressmen fold under the NRA 


lobbying, according to a McClory aide, is that they 
fear "the NRA people are one-issue voters — but the 
people who want gun control aren't." 


Although that vote, taken the first week of March, 


was seen as the death knell for gun control legisla- 
tion, the subcommittee chairman, John Conyers Jr., 
D-Mich., has since announced his determination to 
get the bill voted out to the full committee again in 
the near future. 


It is not the first setback the women have weath- 


ered in their struggle. Last year they petitioned the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission to ban the 
bullet under the Hazardous Substances Act which it 
is responsible for enforcing. 


The CPSC declined, the committee sued and a fed- 


eral court ordered the CPSC to act on the bullet as a 
hazardous substance. But the CPSC then appealed to 


Congress, which in defiance of the court order de- 
clared that ammunition is not a hazardous substance 
— except when it harms the shooter. 


More recently, the House Ways and Means Com- 


mittee passed a' bill mandating that 50 per cent of a 
$22 million wildlife and conservation grant to states 
must be used for target ranges. The women charge 
that construction of these ranges will be a boon to 
the NRA and a serious loss to conservation. 


One member of1 the Ways and Means Committee'is 


Rep. Philip Crane, R-Arlington Heights, whom the 
women consider "a big NRA guy." 


Meanwhile, the Committee for Hand Gun Control 


continues trying to educate the public — and Con- 
gress — of the facts: 


• In 1973 there were 13,072 gun deaths in the U.S.; 


10,340 of these were committed with handguns; 7,000 
were the result of unpremeditated acts of violence or 
accidents. 


• The U.S. has the highest per capita gun own- 


erships in the world with 40 to 50 million handguns in 
circulation. The U.S. also has a higher homicide rate 
than countries with gun control, such as England, 
Japan and Germany. 


• The largest bloc of gun owners are affluent 


white Protestants. 


• The courts have held that the Second Amend- 


ment to the Constitution does not give individual citi- 
zens the right to "bear arms," but rather confers on 
the states the right to form militia. 


"It sounds corny — but I'd like to help make this a 


better world," says Georgene Campion. But, laments 
Sally Campbell, "the NRA just refuses to com- 
promise at all." 


Gun advertising target of complaints 


The Committee for Hand Gun Con- 


trol, Inc. today will file with the Fedi- 
eral Trade Commission 10 complaints 
of deceptive advertising by gun manu- 
facturers and a gun training school. 


The complaints are 
being an- 


nounced in the offices of Cook County 
Sheriff Richard Elrod, a supporter of 
the committee. 


Two of the ads appear in the March 


1976 issue of Guns and Ammo maga- 
zine. One of these touts the "world's 
smallest 380 automatic" and claims it 
is "approved by law enforcement." 
But, the committee charges, it does 
not identify any law enforcement per- 
son or agency approving it. They will 
ask the FTC to require substantiation 
of the claim. 


The second ad from that magazine 


describes a Colt .22 automatic and 
says, "A good gun is a safe gun." The 
c o m m i t t e e challenges the safety 
claim, pointing out that "even the Na- 
tional Rifle Association publishes a 25- 
point checklist of precautions to take 
with firearms. No product requiring 
so many safeguards can possibly be

High bilirubin 


could be normal 


IB • recent column you stated that bile salts are made from 


cholesterol and Increased elimination of bile salts leads to a de- 
create In cholesterol. My 21-year-old son has blllrubln "on the high 
•Me of normal." The doctor stated that the high bile level Is appar- 
ently normal In my son. He is slim and athletic and regularly eats 
large amounts of meat, eggs and other fatty foods. Is a high blood 
bile level ever normal? Could high cholesterol levels lead to the 
overproduction of bile? Is there a relation between the blood bile 
and his dletT 


Bilirubin is not bile salt, it Is a bile pigment. The bile salts are 


substances in the bile produced by the liver that help to emulsify 
fats so that they can be absorbed. Bilirubin is a pigment that comes 
from hemoglobin in the red blood cells. 


The adult human body manufactures about 3 million new red 


blood cells every second. These replace those that are destroyed. 
As red blood cells break, their iron-containing hemoglobin, which 
carries oxygen and carbon dioxide, is released into the blood 
stream. The liver processes this. Through various bodily processes 
much of the pigment Is recycled and used again, but a certain 
amount of it is eliminated in the bile. This is the major factor in 
causing bile to have its color and imparts the color to the undi- 
gested food residue in the digestive tract. 


The bilirubin pigment can increase in the blood because of in- 


creased destruction of red blood cells or because of a slow response 
of the liver to eliminate excess pigment through bile. If the bile 
ducts are obstructed so they can't drain, then bilirubin in the blood 
will increase. 


I have just described the three major results of jaundice, 


which Is caused by increased bilirubin, increased destruction of red 
blood cells, disease of the liver cells or through disease of the gall 
bladder and bile ducts obstructing the drainage of bile and bilirubin 
pigment. 


SOME PEOPLE may have a mild elevation of bilirubin without 


having any significant liver disease or other medical problems. I 
presume the elevation in your son's case was sufficiently mild and 
in the absence of any other evidence of disease, the doctor has 
wisely decided that it is of no significance.

The mild elevation of bilirubin would not have anything to do with 


your son's cholesterol level or his diet. 


Although it's unrelated, your son should change his eating habits 


and use lean meat, fish, poultry and avoid fatty foods. If he wants 
to keep his cholesterol Intake down, he should use a very limited 
amount of egg yolks. Most heart specialists believe that diet is a 
significant factor in producing fatty cholesterol deposits in the ar- 
teries that leads to heart disease. This process can begin early in 
life. Many of the young men examined after death In the Korean 
War were found to have significant fatty cholesterol deposits in 
their arteries despite the fact that these men had an average age of 
22. The best tune to start a program to prevent heart and vascular 
disease is early in life and then continue it.

for National Wildlife Week, March 14- 
20. It's sponsored by the National 
Wildlife Federation and local groups 
such as the Illinois Wildlife Feder- 
ation. 


"America's wetlands — her tidal 


marshes, salt flats, ponds, river bot- 
tomlands and swamps — are a price- 
less and productive 
natural re- 


source," said singer Bing Crosby, 
honorary chairman of the 1976 Nation- 
al Wildlife Week. 


"They provide habitat for a great 


variety of wildlife, produce an abun- 
dance of plant life, help purify our air 
and water, and protect us from flood 
and storm damage," Crosby said of 
wetlands. "They are also beautiful to 
see. And yet, many Americans still 
regard wetlands as watery wastelands 
— valuable only when drained and 
'improved' with man-made struc- 
tures." 


The aim of this year's wildlife week 


is to stop needless destruction of wet- 
lands, he said.

doctors today to the tiny country and 
Mill forward additional funds later 
this month. 


THE MONEY, about $4,000 collect- 


ed so far, will be used to construct 11 
reinforced houses for families there 
and the doctor who will deliver the 
"gift" is Dr. Murray Batts, director 
of Infectious diseases and epidemiolo- 
gy at Lutheran General Hospital. 


Dr. Batts. who will spend about one 


week providing medical assistance, is 
the first doctor that the hospital is 
sending to Guatemala 


The hospital has provided similar 


medical assistance to victims of other 
earthquake disasters in Costa Rica

only zebras. Like their relatives the ' 
horses, they are swift runners and at 
times can reach speeds of 40 miles 
per hour. This is a handy talent, since 
zebras spend much of their time run- 
ning from predators. And their chief 
foe is the mighty lion. 


The zebra has another defense — 


his dapper black and white suit. Ac- 
tually the coloration of a zebra can 
vary quite a bit. His basic color is 
white or shades of light tan with 
stripes of black or dark brown. It may 
seem that his stripes would make him 
easier to see. And maybe they do for 
us — but not his predators. 


The animals that would like to have 


a zebra for dinner are built rather 
close to the ground. Instead of looking 
down at him, as you or some other 
interested person would, his predators 
are looking up. The zigzag zebra 
stripes distract a lion's or hyena's eye 
from his natural outline and make it 
difficult to see him clearly. This type 
of camouflage is called disruptive col- 
oration. 


The lion may be confused for just a 


second or two, but this may be just 
enough time for the zebra to turn on 
his speed and escape being on some- 
one's dinner menu. 


There are three species of zebra liv- 


ing in Africa, and perhaps the easiest 


way to tell them apart is by the ar- 
rangement of stripes. The Damara ze- 
bras, have 'the widest stripes of any 
zebra. Sometimes a faint shadow 
stripe can be seen between the darker 
lines. . 


Grey's zebras are the largest. They 


have narrow markings with a broad 
black stripe running down the back. 
They can measure as tall as five feet 
at the shoulder and weigh as much as 
600 pounds. The mountain zebras are 
the smallest of the^laiuand claim the 
most distinctive marking — they are 
striped all, over except under the body 
and inside' the legs. On their backside, 
near the tail, the stripes are very 
close,forming a gridiron-like-pattern.

9-3 decision over Ed Rivera and 
then nudged Northern's Tony Fi- 
lippo 5-3 to move into the quarter- 
finals. Then, after a 6-1 nod over 
Ron McKinney he gained a crack 
at former national champ Don 
Rohn of Clarion State in the 
semis. 


"Brad's bout with Rohn was a 


very physical one," Gable re- 
called, "And it stayed close for 
two periods until Rohn just gassed 
out." 


Smith romped 12-5 to move into 


the 142-pound finals. The outcome 
was almost predictable by then 
for a two-time Illinois state prep 
wrestling champ who long ago 


had made a national title his ma- 
jor quest. 


In recounting the championship 


match, Gable mentioned that he 
and Smith had talked of Costello's 
unorthodox style in a strategy ses- 
sion beforehand.

with their 800-grain armor-piercing 
arrows. The rifle is a refinement of 
the crossbow. 


Midge Dandridge, who is appearing 


at the annual Western Sports Travel 
and Recreational Vehicle Show this 
week at the Great Western Exhibit 
Center, is one huntress who feels that 
the arrow is the most humane way of 
killing. 


"First of all, you give the animal a 


sporting chance," she insists. "You 
have to get within 20 or 30 yards of it 
without its detecting you. Bullets pro- 
duce shock when they fragment. But 
arrows kill a grazing animal and it 
will keep on eating'the remaining sec- 
onds of its life." 


Her trophies do not adorn her walls, 


they fill her stomach. "I hunt for 
foed, not antlers," she says. 


She has killed in Africa, the 11 


Western states, and Canada. She 
plans a Kodiak bear hunt in Alaska 
this summer. An Indifferent target 
shot, she somewhat disdains that form 
of archery. "The bull's-eye is not 
charging you with its fangs bared," 
she explains. "A lot of crack target 
shots cannot come to grips with a shot 
where all that stands between you end 
a torn throat or a severed leg Is one 
single tip of a broadhead arrow." 


She does have one devastating ad- 


vantage. No self-respecting elk, griz- 
zly, or even antelope could be ex- 
pected to flee at the sight of her, 
Midge looks as if she came to feed it 
sugar, not execute it. Not until it's too 
late do they realize that this Little 
Red Riding Hood is really the wolf.

Way back in the Great Depres- 


sion, our parents and grand- 
parents had nothing to fear but 
fear itself, aside from their empty 
stomachs, shoes which had card- 
board soles and dust storms that 
blew Oklahoma into Alabama. 


As it so well states in American 


history books, people who lived 
d u r i n g t h e Great Depres- 
sion. . .and survived.. .had great 
amounts of backbone and guts. 


They also worked hard, when-

Virg Horath knows all about 


that. Here is a man who works 
very hard at preserving history. 
That, he figures, is the best way 
to say thanks. 


Vlrg was 20 years old in 1929, a 


very bad year. There were seven 
kids in the Horath family of Wat- 
son, 111. People from country 
towns always tried to escape 
north where there might be jobs 
and a future in Chicago.

Marketing analysis 
reports: 


Superblock to end downtown ills 


by JOE FRANZ 


A marketing analysis in Des 


Plaines indicates that some of the 
deficiencies in the downtown area will 
be eliminated upon completion of Su- 
perblock. 


David Outhred, an urban planner 


with the Illinois Dept. of Local Gov- 
ernment Affairs,, said Superblock, the 
first phase in the redevelopment of 
the downtown area, will bring a num- 
ber of needed businesses to Des 
Plaines. 


"The current downtown shopping is 


very unbalanced according to the U.S. 
averages," he said. "Superblock will 


eliminate some of the imbalance, but 
not all of it." 


HE SAID the marketing analysis 


showed that the downtown business 
district is deficient in the area of res- 
taurants, department and variety 
stores, furniture and appliance stores, 
grocery stores, bakeries, liquor stores 
and drug stores. 


Indications are that Superblock, Lee 


and Prairie streets, will bring to 
downtown Des Plaines a liquor store, 
bakery and drug store, he said. 


Outhred said that while the city can 


take steps to encourage certain types 
of needed development, he believes 
some types of business always will be 


lacking in the downtown area. 


He said regional shopping centers 


such as Woodfield and Randhurst 
have eliminated the need for many 
businesses in downtown Des Plaines 
and other local shopping areas. 


"THERE'LL ALWAYS be an imba- 


lance in some areas," he said. "The 
downtown area no longer is optimum 
for certain types of uses. For instance 
a large grocery store will never come 
downtown." 


Outhred said the problems outlined 


in the marketing analysis are similar 
to those pointed out last December in 
a survey of shoppers in the down- 
town area. 


"The results coincide with the opin- 


ions in the shopper survey," he said. 
"It all makes sense because they veri- 
fy each other." 


The first phase of Superblock, which 


will consist of a 10-story office build- 
ing, was begun last year and will be 
completed sometime this year. Con- 
struction of a retail shopping mall is 
scheduled to start later this year. 


The marketing analysis and shopper 


survey will be included in a report on 
the downtown area being prepared by 
Outhred. Besides outlining the prob- 
lems, the, report will make recommen- 
dations for revitalizing the downtown 
business district.

City mulls 
job service 
for elderly 


The Des Plaines Health Dept. Is 


considering formation of a job place- 
ment service for senior citizens. 


Samuel Tapson, senior citizens coor- 


dinator for Des Plaines, said he is 
working on the plan which is based on 
the results of a recent survey of 3,200 
senior citizens. Tapson said a major- 
ity of those responding to the survey 
said they would like part-time or full- 
time jobs. 


"We're seeing if we can become a 


job registry and a clearinghouse for 
senior citizens who want jobs," said 
Tapson. "We've been talking to the 
Des Plaines Chamber of Commerce 
about job possibilities, but we really 
haven't heard back yet." 


TAPSON SAID THE program would 


be similar to those in Mount Prospect, 
Cicero, Miles and Skokie. 


Tapson said the placement service 


could take two forms: a registry for 
odd jobs, including babysitting and 
home repair work; and a service to 
place seniors in part-time and full- 
time employment in business and in- 
dustry. 


"The biggest drawback to things 


now is that we haven't gotten beyond 
the odd job area," Tapson said. 


The senior citizens coordinator said 


chamber officials he has talked to 
have been favorable toward the pro- 
posal, but no commitment has been 
made to assist in the program. 


Tapson also said seniors could be 


placed in city jobs, but no new jobs 
would be created. 


THE HEALTH department recently 


began a referral service to answer 
questions elderly residents might 
have about social security, housing 
and taxes. 


"If we don't have the answers, we'll 


refer the senior citizens to the .agency 
which does," said Tapson. "It wDl 
save them a lot of calling around and 
some frustration." 


The health department decided to 


institute the referral service after se- 
nior citizens responding to the survey 
said they could use such a service.

Erich Von Daniken, the high scribe 


of ancient astronauts, came to the 
Northwest suburbs Saturday to van- 
quish his many critics with "con- 
clusive evidence" that spaceships 
from other planets descended to earth 
in the distant past. 


The 
30-year-old Swiss author's 


words were music to the ears of about 
800 followers who attended an all-day 
world conference of the Ancient Astro- 
naut Society at the O'Hare Inn, Mann- 
heim and Higgins roads, Rosemont. 


"Until today, I have always ended 


my lectures by saying nothing is con- 
clusive," said Von Daniken in a heavy 
Swiss accent. "But today," he said, 
standing at the podium, "I am happy 
and privileged to say I have that con- 
clusive evidence." 


THE SOCIETY, organized in 1973 


by Park Ridge attorney Gene M. Phil- 
lips, had heard nothing but specula- 
tion about everything from Biblical 
spacecraft 
to the hypothesis that 


Jesus was an ancient astronaut. No 
one would go so far as to say he had 
"proof" but Von Daniken. 


The author of "Chariots of the 


Cods?" and other books about extra- 
terrestrial visitations wove a tale 
about an African tribe which knows 
more than it should about the stars. 


"There is a tribe called the Dogons 


in the Republic of Mali who worship 
the star Sirius," Von Daniken ex- 
plained. He said Robert Temple, a 
British astronomer researching the 
tribe's religion, found that the natives 
actually reserve their highest worship 
for a star called Sirius B ... a small

star orbiting its partner, but invisible 
without a powerful telescope. 


"The Dogons, a primitive people, 


know the exact position of Sirius B 
and the details of its orbit down to the 
smallest details," said Von Daniken. 
"They know the star is extremely 
heavy and say 'a cup will weigh more 
than all the grain in the world.' We 
know today that Sirius B is a dwarf 
star and a matchbox full of its mate- 
rial would'weigh perhaps SO tons." 


THE EXISTENCE OF Sirius B was 


not known to western man until the 
late 19th Century. 


"There is no way they could have 


known of the existence of this star, its 
orbit or its composition on their own," 
he said. "It proves they were vis- 
ited." 


Von Daniken has turned his writing 


into big business in the last few years, 
and Saturday was no exception. Wai- 
den Books in Woodfield Shopping Cen- 
ter "catered" the affair with hun- 
dreds of his books and related liter- 
ature about UFO's, ancient gods and 
archeology. 


When Von Daniken wasn't talking, 


he was furiously autographing his 
books and bantering with the crowi; 
which ranged from college students to 
housewives, about unsolved mysteries 
of the world. 


THERE EVEN WAS a travel desk 


featuring tours to Mexico and South 
America by Erich Von Daniken Tours 
International Inc. And society mem- 
bers and guests paid a $10 admission 
fee to take it all in. 


While the crowd waited for Von 


Daniken's appearance, 
Phillips in- 


troduced other lecturers, including Jo- 


sef F. Blumrich, a retired NASA engi- 
neer who helped design Skylab and 
the yet unlaunched American Space 
Shuttle.

Blumrich is author of the "Space- 


ships of Ezekiel." Blumrich told the 
group that a strange passage in the 
Bible's Book of Ezekiel actually de- 
scribes the landing of an ancient 
"space shuttle" piloted by visitors to 
earth in about 500 B.C. 


B l u m r i c h , philosopher Luis E. 


Navia, engineer Stuart W. Greenwood 
and others all applauded Von Daniken 
and blasted the "staunchly con- 
servative" critics in the scientific 
community for not doing the same. 


MANY OF THE LEADING astrono- 


mers and scientists of the day quarrel 
with Von Daniken/over the quality of 
his evidence and the assumptions he 
makes based on it. 


Any astronomer today worth the 


price of his pocket calculator has ac- 
cepted the notion that life — even in- 
telligent life-abounds in the vastness 
of the universe. Mathematics, the lan- 
guage of science, bears it out. 


But scientists and Von Daniken part 


company when it comes to "con- 
clusive proof" that other civilizations 
sent missions to this planet. 


His books are compilations of ex- 


cellent questions, colorful descriptions 
and flamboyant answers, the critics 
say. They are not scientific studies 
and they contain no proof. 


But if Von Daniken's story about 


the Dogons and their mysterious 
knowledge of Sirius B holds water, the 
critics soon may change their tune. 


"These cases all are probable," 


said Von Daniken. "You can see the 
facts."

Harper trustees put limit 
on 10% staff pay hikes 


The Harper 
College Board of 


Trustees agreed to grant '10 per cent 
pay raises to 15 faculty members re- 
ceiving promotions this year but will 
not give raises above the maximum 
salary range set by the board in De- 
cember. 


If the negotiated pay raise for any 


of the promoted faculty members ex- 
ceeds the maximum level, the teach- 
ers will not receive the full 10 per 
cent raise, said Wilfred Von Mayr, 
personnel director. 


TEACHERS WHOSE salaries will 


surpass the top range will only re- 
ceive a raise equal to the salary 
range, maximum, Von Mayr said. 


The board granted promotions 


Thursday to 15 faculty members out 
of 57 candidates recommended by the 
college promotions committee. 


Von Mayr said he did not know how 


many of the promoted teachers would 
be affected by this decision, since it 
depends on the salary increases cur- 
rently being negotiated by the board 
and faculty. 


The board has set April 1 as the 


target date to conclude negotiations. 
Trustee Robert Rausch, chief board 
negotiator, said he has advised the 
faculty negotiators that the board 
team would withdraw from negotia- 
tions if a substantial agreement is not 
reached by that date.

Erich Von Danlken, the high scribe 


of ancient astronauts, came to the 
Northwest suburbs Saturday to van- 
quish his many critics with "con- 
clusive evidence" that spaceships 
from other planets descended to earth 
in the distant past. 


The 
39-year-old Swiss author's 


words were music to the ears of about 
800 followers who attended an all-day 
world conference of the Ancient Astro- 
naut Society at the O'Hare Inn, Mann- 
heim and Higgins roads, Rosemont. 


"Until today, I have always ended 


my lectures by saying nothing is con- 
clusive," said Von Daniken in a heavy 
Swiss accent. "But today," he said, 
standing at the podium, "I am happy 
and privileged to say I have that con- 
clusive evidence." 


THE SOCIETY, organized in 1973 


by Park Ridge attorney Gene M. Phil- 
lips, had heard nothing but specula- 
tion about everything from Biblical 
spacecraft to the hypothesis that 
Jesus was an ancient astronaut. No 
one would go so far as to say he had 
"proof" but Von Daniken. 


The author of "Chariots of the 


Gods?" and other books about extra- 
terrestrial visitations wove a tale 
about an African tribe which knows 
more than it should about the stars. 


"There is a tribe Called the Dogons 


in the Republic of Mali who worship 
the star Slrius," Von Daniken ex- 
plained. He said Robert Temple, a 
British astronomer researching the 
tribe's religion, found that the natives 
actually reserve their highest worship 
for a star called Slrius B . . . a small 
star orbiting its partner, but Invisible 
withdut a powerful telescope. 


"The Dogons, a primitive people, 


know the exact position of Slrius B 
and the details of its orbit down to the 
smallest details," said Von Daruken. 
"They know the star is extremely 
heavy and say 'a cup will weigh more 
than all the grain in the world.' We 
know today that Sirius B is a dwarf 
star and a matchbox full of its matc-

Von Daniken has turned his writing 


into big business in the last few years, 
and Saturday was no exception. Wai- 
den Books in Woodfield Shopping Cen- 
ter "catered" the affair with hun- 
dreds of his books and related liter- 
ature about UFO's, ancient gods and 
archeology. 


When Von Daniken wasn't talking, 


he was furiously autographing his 
books and bantering with the crowd, 
which ranged from college students to 
housewives, about unsolved mysteries 
of the world. 


THERE EVEN WAS a travel desk 


featuring tours to Mexico and South 
America by Erich Von Daniken Tours 
International Inc. And1 society mem- 
bers and guests paid a $10 admission 
fee to take it all in. 


While the crowd waited for Von 


Daniken's appearance, Phillips in- 
troduced other lecturers, including Jo- 
sef F. Blumrich, a retired NASA engi- 
neer who helped design Skylab and 
the yet unlaunched American Space 
Shuttle. 


Blumrich is author of the "Space- 


ships of Ezekiel." Blumrich told the 
group that a strange passage in the 
Bible's Book of Ezekiel actually de- 
scribes the landing of an ancient 
"space shuttle" piloted by visitors to 
earth in about 300 B.C. 


B l u m r i c h , philosopher Luis E. 


Navia, engineer Stuart W. Greenwood 
and others all applauded Von Daniken 
and blasted the "staunchly con- 
servative" critics in the scientific 
community for not doing the same. 


MANY OF THE LEADING astrono- 


mers and scientists of the day quarrel 
with Von Daniken over the quality of 
his evidence and the assumptions he 
makes based on it. 


Any astronomer today worth the 


price of his pocket calculator has ac- 
cepted the notion that life — even in- 
telligent life-abounds in the vastness 
of the universe. Mathematics, the lan- 
guage of science, bears it out. 


But scientists and Von Daniken part 


company when it comes to "con- 
clusive proof" that other civilizations 
sent missions to this planet. 


His books are compilations of ex- 
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cellent questions, colorful descriptions 
and flamboyant answers, the critics 
say. They are not scientific studies 
and they contain no proof. 


But if Von Daniken's story about 


the DogOns and their mysterious 
knowledge of Sirius B holds water, the 
critics soon may change their tune. 


"These cases all are probable," 


said Von Daniken. "You can see the

Officials urge 
county council 
of governments 


The Lake County Municipal League 


and the Lake County Board will try 
again to form a council of govern- 
ments despite a poor turnout at a 
meeting last week. 


A dinner meeting April 8 at the 


Mundelein Holiday Inn is planned to 
drum up more interest in the pro- 
posed council of governments, said 
Mundelein Mayor Maurice Noll and 
administrative assistant to the Lake 
County Municipal League 


A meeting on the subject last week 


drew five mayors and three county 
board members. No action was taken 
at the meeting due to the small turn- 
out 


THE COUNCIL governments would 


provide for cooperative community ef- 
forts in areas such as providing wa- 
ter, sewage treatment, solid waste 
disposal, emergency and public works 
service. 


The proposed bylaws for the council 


of governments call for 11 county 
board members to sit on the council, 
including the county board chairman, 
and at least 11 representatives from 
lake County municipalities. Municipal- 
ities with populations over 15,000 
would have one additional representa- 
tive on the council for each additional 
15,000 persons. 


Membership in the council would be 


entirely voluntary. Noll commented 
that the council should have at least 
half of the municipalities in the coun- 
ty as members in order to be effec- 
tive. 


The municipal league hopes to get 


representatives from the Barrington 
Area Council of Governments to give 
a presentation at the April 8 meeting, 
Noll said.

when this district was hit with 50 
people being without jobs. I decided 
I'd make it 49," she says. "It's not a 
financial necessity to me and it will 
mean something to someone who 
needs a job " 


Mrs. Kacena's generosity extends to 


her plans for retirement. Although she 
looks forward to traveling and having 
time for designing and sewing clothes, 
Mrs. Kacena says "I don't want to get 
trapped doing things only for myself." 
Her goal is to work as a volunteer in 
a peace organization. 


"I'm going to look into the World 


Peace Organization, VISTA, Peace 
Corps and World Mission as a volun- 
teer," she says. "When I think about 
all this country has provided for me, I 
know 1 really owe it something." 


Mrs, Kacena plans to remain active 


in her chufch, near her home at 915 S. 
Maple, Mount Prospect. 


"I used to think life beings at 40, 


then 50 and 60. Now I know life begins 
every morning." 
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Museum, Munson is in charge of prep- 
aration of exhibits, conservation of 
a r t i f a c t s , research for exhibits, 
cataloguing and working with volun- 
teer groups.

"WE HAVE BEEN going through 


our inventory, files and archives. We 
hope to tie everything together like a 
big puzzle." 


Several experts from the museum 


field have remarked on the quality of 
the Lake County collection, Munson 
said. "We have unusual items, but a 
museum must save everyday items 
a l s o . Everyone 
saves wedding 


dresses, but who saves blue jeans? It 
is important to have a representation 
of what life was like." 


Modern museums now emphasize 


interpretation of local history, rather 
than "putting 1,500 arrowheads on dis- 
play," Munson said, "The museum 
tells a story, including what the flora 
and fauna of the area was like, geo- 
logical development and other factors. 


"In the past, people thought mu- 


seums were quite somber institutions. 
That has changed in the last 20 years. 
They are now living institutions, de- 
signed for general audiences," Mun- 
son said. 


THE BICENTENNIAL has been a 


major factor for many museums, 
Munson said, with remodehngs, re- 
prints of local history, and training 
programs for beginning museum pro- 
fessionals 


Munson has a degree in political 


science 
from 
DePaul 
University, 


which he said has helped him a great 
deal in his mseum work. 


"There is a great deal of politics 


involved in museum work. Who ap- 
proves grants? Congress. There is a 
certain amount of lobbying to be 
done, through correspondence to rep- 
resentatives,'" Munson said. 


Munson also reviews pending legis- 


lation which affects museums or his- 
torical societies. 


Public attitudes toward preserving 


the past has improved since Munson 
discovered the discarded Civil War 
documents, he says. "I think people 
are taking a second look at things now 
before throwing them away." 
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Spring enrollment at Harper College 


is up 19 per cent from last year, to 
more than 18,000 students. 


The figure is about 2,000 less than 


enrollment for the fall semester. How- 
ever, most colleges experience an 8 to 
101 per cent drop from all to spring 
semesters, said Patrick Lewis, col- 
lege spokesman. 


The total headcount for the 1976 


soring semester is 18,044 students,' 
which includes students in credit and 
continuing education courses. 


THE GREATEST increase in enroll- 


ment was in the continuing education 
sector, with more than 6,000 students 
enrolled in spring semester courses. 


Harper translates its enrollment fig- 


ures into 
"full-time 
equivalent" 


numbers, determined by the average 
number of hours being taken by stu- 
dents if all students took a full course 
load. The full-time equivalent figure 
for the college this semester is 6,800 
students, nearly reaching the 7,000 ca- 
pacity the college anticipated by 1980. 


"Our problem right now is we are 


trying to (it almost 7,000 students into 
a campus for 6,000 or 7,000 students, 
but the campus is only 60 per cent 
completed," Lewis said. 


In addition, college administrators 


expect the enrollment to climb to 
nearly 10,000 full-time equivalent stu- 
dents by 1980, exceeding the pre- 
dictions given in Harper's long range 
plan. 


LEWIS SAID the increase in enroll- 


ment this semester has created park- 
ing problems on the Palatine campus. 
The results of a traffic study con- 
ducted of the Harper area will be pre- 
sented to the board of trustees next 
week. The study recommends the ex- 
pansion of parking space at the col- 
lege, Lewis said. 


Harper also operates three exten- 


sion centers, at Harrington High 
School, St. Viator High School, Arling- 
ton Heights and Willow Park Center, 
Wheeling, to accommodate additional 
students. 


The largest increases this semester 


in credit offerings are in business, so- 


cial science and career programs, es- 
pecially health sciences, Lewis said. 
There is also a noticeable increase in 
participation in the women's and se- 
nior citizen's programs.

Trustees 
to mull golf 
course buy 


The purchase of the Buffalo Grove 


Golf Course will be considered tonight 
by the village board. 


A report by Jim Shirley, village 


treasurer, recommends purchase of 
the golf course, which was leased to 
the village two years ago with a five- 
year option to purchase for $1.1 mil- 
lion. The village has operated the 
course on Lake-Cook Road near 
Raupp Boulevard since January 1975. 


Shirley recommended financing of 


the course by obtaining a mortgage at 
a local financial institution. The plan 
would require a tax levy to cover any 
costs not paid for through the course's 
revenue. The levy would be approxi- 
mately 38 cents per $1,000 assessed 
valuation and generate $25,000 the 
first year, decreasing to 29 cents per 
$1,000 by the third year. The first year 
maximum cost to homeowners would 
be $5.70 on a home assessed at 
$15,000. 


Shirley said if no acceptable propos- 


als are received from the mortgage 
plan, he would recommend the board 
hire a professional bond consultant 
and sell general obligation bonds to 
finance the purchase. Because Buffalo 
Grove is not a home rule community, 
the sale of general obligation bonds 
would have to be approved by voters 
in a referendum. The tax levy to pay 
off the general obligation bonds could 
be abated annually with revenue from 
the golf course operations, he said. 


The village made an initial down 


payment of $1,000 on the course and 
will make annual payments of that 
amount until final financing is ar- 
ranged. 


The golf course operated at a 


$14,287 profit last year, said Finance 
Director Richard Glueckert. 


The village board meets at 8 p.m. at 


the village hall, 50 Raupp Blvd.

Everyone saves wedding 
dresses, but who saves blue jeans? It

Modern museums now emphasize 


interpretation of local history, rather 
than "putting 1,500 arrowheads on dis- 
play," Munson said. "The museum 
tells a story, including what the flora, 
and fauna of the area was like, geo- 
logical development and other factors. 


"In the past, people thought mu- 


seums were quite somber institutions. 
That has changed m the last 20 years. 
They are now living institutions, de- 
signed for general audiences," Mun- 
son said. 


THE BICENTENNIAL has been a 


major factor for many museums, 
Munson said, with remodelings, re- 
prints of local history, and training 


programs for beginning museum pro- 
fessionals 


Munson has a degree in political 


science 
from 
DePaul 
University, 


which he said has helped him a great 
deal in his mseum work. 


"There is a great deal of politics 


involved in museum work. Who ap- 
proves grants? Congress. There is a 
certain amount of lobbying to be 
done, through correspondence to rep- 
resentatives," Munson said. 


Munson also reviews pending legis- 


lation which affects museums or his- 
torical societies. 


Public attitudes toward preserving

board of education. 


The district's fiscal committee has 


recommended a referendum in 'May 
to increase taxes 17.5 cents per $100 in 
equalized assessed valuation and a 
$116.300 cutback in educational pro- 
grams during the next two school 
years. 


The hearing will be held today by 


the board, which will meet as a com- 
mlttee-of-the-whole, at 8-p.m. at Twin 
Groves School, 1072 Ivy Hall Ln., Buf- 
falo Grove. 


The increase in taxes and program 


cuts are being recommended to for- 
estall a projected budget deficit in the 
district in the next few years. 


THE DISTRICT'S educational fund 


will have a deficit of about $175,000 


during the next two years, but the 
deficit is expected to disappear after 
that as the district increases in enroll- 
ment, state aid and assessed valu- 
ation. The cut in programs for the 
next two school years is, being recom- 
mended to offset this deficit. 


Cuts include reduction in education- 


al materials, the elimination of teach- 
er, instruction, learning center and li- 
brary aides, the replacement of two 
nurses with health aides and the cut- 
ting of after-school activities, in- 
cluding sports. 


The deficit in the district's oper- 


ating fund is expected to increase 
from $75,000 next fall to $200,000 by 
1980. The increase in taxes is being 
recommended to remedy this deficit. 


The district's deficit position is par- 


tially caused by a projected increase 
in enrollment which makes it neces- 
sary to reopen Kildeer School. 
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number of hours being taken by stu- 
dents if all students took a full course 
load. The full-time equivalent figure 
for the college this semester is 6,800 
students, nearly reaching the 7,000 ca- 
pacity the college anticipated by 1980. 


"Our problem right now is we are 


trying to fit almost 7,000 students into 
a campus for 6,000 or 7,000 students, 
but the campus is only 60 per cent 
completed," Lewis said 


In addition, college administrators 


expect the enrollment to climb to 
nearly 10,000 full-time equivalent stu- 
dents by 1980, exceeding the pre- 
. dictions given in Harper's long range 
plan. 


LEWIS SAID the increase in enroll- 


ment this semester has created park- 


ing problems on the Palatine campus. 
The results of a traffic study con- 
ducted of the Harper area will be pre- 
sented to the board of trustees next 
week. The study recommends the ex- 
pansion of parking space at the col- 
lege, Lewis said. 


Harper also operates three exten- 


sion centers, at Barrington High 
School, St Viator High School, Arling- 
ton Heights and Willow Park Center, 
Wheeling, to accommodate additional 
students 


The largest increases this semester 


in credit offerings are in business, so- 
cial science and career programs, es- 
pecially health sciences, Lewis said. 
There is also a noticeable increase in 
participation in the women's and se- 
nior citizen's programs.

Panel mulls false burglar alarms

The continuing problem of false bur- 


glar alarms, which might be attribut- 
ed to negligence and carelessness, 
was discussed at Saturday's meeting 
of the Elk Grove Village judiciary,* 
planning and zoning committee. 


No action was taken and committee 


chairman Edward W. Kenna Jr. said 
the next session March 27 will include 
discussion with owners of businesses 
which have frequent false alarms, 
many of them in the village industrial 
area. 


"There seem to be some people 


having consistent problems," said 
Kenna. "We had something like 3,600 
flase alarms last year. That works out 
to about three pur factory." 


Kenna blamed "employe error and 


carelessness" for the problem and said 
the village has a right to expect that 
burglar alarms are used correctly. 


He said the village police depart- 


ment would like an ordinance passed 
that would specify penalties for bur- 
glar alarm offenders. 


"Our concern on the committee is 


that when you get all done with the 
ordinance, all you've got is a way to 
fine people," said Kenna. 


"The real concern should be getting 


rid of these false alarms so we don't 
have people (policemen) going to an- 
swer them." 


Kenna said it would be deplorable if 


a village police officer was injured or 
killed while rushing to the scene of a 
false burglar alarm.

SWANSON GRADUATED from the 


University of Wisconsin in 1966 with a 
degree in geography as his first step

He then spent the next three years in 
the U.S. Army, two of which were 
spent in Washington. 


He went back to school, receiving a 


master's degree in recreation admin- 
istration from the University of Illi- 
nois in 1970.. 


Before graduating he was hired by 


the Zion Park District as Recreation 
supervisor. "When I started in Zion, I 
was the only programmer. It really 
grew to be a superintendent's job as 
the park district grew," Swanson 
said. 


Zion only has a population of 17,000, 


but the park district's service area in- 
cludes some 35,000 people, Swanson

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Did ancient spacemen visit 
Earth? Author has 'proof

Erich Von Daniken, the high scribe 


of ancient astronauts, came to the 
Northwest suburbs Saturday to van- 
quish his many critics with "con- 
clusive evidence" 
that 
spaceships 


from other planets descended to earth 
in the distant past. 


The 
39-year-old Swiss author's 


words were music to the ears of about 
BOO Mowers who attended an all-day 
world conference of the Ancient Astro- 
naut Society at the O'Hare Inn, Mann- 
heim and Higgins roads, Rosemont. 


"Until today, I have always ended 


my lectures by saying nothing is con- 
clusive," said Von Daniken in a heavy 
Swiss accent "But today,"1 he said, 
standing at the podium, "I am happy 
and privileged to say I have that con- 
clusive evidence." 


THE SOCIETY, organized in 1973 


by Park Ridge attorney Gene ill. Phil- 
lips, had heard nothing but specula- 
tion about everything from Biblical 
spacecraft to the hypothesis that 
Jesus was an ancient astronaut. No- 
one would go so far as to say he had 
"proof" but Von Daniken. 


The author of "Chariots of the 


Gods?" and other books about extra- 
terrestrial visitations wove a tale 
about an African tribe which knows 
more than it should about the stars. 


"There is a tribe called the Dogons 


in the Republic of Mali who worship 
the star Siritis." Von Daniken ex- 
plained. He said Robert Temple, a 
British astronomer researching the 
tribe's religion, found that the natives 
actually reserve their highest worship 
for a star called Sirius B . . . a small 
star orbiting its partner, but invisible 
without a powerful telescope. 


"The Dogons, a primitive people, 


know the exact position of Sirius B 
and the details of its orbit down to the 
smallest details." said Von Daniken. 
"They know the star is extremely 
heavy and say 'a cup will weigh more 
than all the grain in the world.' We

know today that Sirius B is a dwarf 
star and a matchbox full of its mate- 
rial would weigh perhaps 50 tons." 


THE EXISTENCE OF Sirius B was 


not known to western man until the 
late 19th Century. 


"There is no way they could have 


known of the existence of this star, its 
orbit or its composition on their own," 
he said. "It proves they were vis- 
ited " 
* 


Von Daniken has turned his writing 


into big business in the last few years, 
and Saturday was no exception. Wai- 
den Books in Woodfield Shopping Cen- 
ter "catered" the affair with hun- 
dreds of his books and related liter- 
ature about UFO's, ancient gods and 
archeology. 


When Von Daniken wasn't talking, 


he was furiously autographing his 
books and bantering with the crowd,- 
which ranged from college students to 
housewives, about unsolved mysteries 
of the world 


THERE EVEN WAS a travel desk 


featuring tours to Mexico and South 


America by Erich Von Daniken Tours 
International Inc. And society mem- 
bers and guests paid a $10 admission 
fee to take it all in. 


While the crowd waited for Von 


Daniken's appearance, Phillips in- 
troduced other lecturers, including Jo- 
sef F. Blumrich, a retired NASA engi- 
neer who helped design Skylab and 
the yet unlaunched American Space 
Shuttle. 


Blumrich is author of the "Space- 


ships of Ezekiel." Blumrich told the 
group that a strange passage in the 
Bible's Book of Ezekiel actually de- 
scribes the landing of an ancient 
"space shuttle" piloted by visitors to 
earth in about 500 B.C. 


B l u m r i c h , philosopher Luis E. 


Navia, engineer Stuart W. Greenwood 
and others all applauded Von Daniken 
and blasted 
the "staunchly con- 


servative" critics in the scientific 
community for not doing the same. 


MANY OF THE LEADING astrono- 


mers and scientists of the day quarrel 
with Von Daniken over the quality of 
his evidence and the assumptions he 
makes based on it. 


Any astronomer today worth the 


price of bis pocket calculator has ac- 
cepted the notion that life — even in- 
telligent life-abounds in the vastness 
of the universe. Mathematics, the lan- 
guage of science, bears it out. 


But scientists and Von Daniken part 


company when it comes to "con- 
clusive proof" that other civilizations 
sent missions to this planet. 


His books are compilations of ex- 


cellent questions, colorful descriptions 
and flamboyant answers, the critics 
say. They are not scientific studies 
and they contain no proof. 


But if Von Daniken's story about 


the Dogons and their mysterious 
knowledge of Sirius B holds water, the 
critics soon may change their tune. 


"These cases all are probable," 


said Von Daniken. "You can see the 
facts."

LEWIS SAID the increase in enroll- 


ment this semester has created park- 
ing problems on the Palatine campus. 
The results of a traffic study con- 
ducted of the Harper area will be pre- 
sented to the board of trustees next 
week. The study recommends the ex- 
pansion of parking space at the col- 
lege, Lewis said. 


Harper also operates three exten- 


sion centers, at Barrington High 
School, St. Viator High School, Arling- 
ton Heights and Willow Park Center, 
Wheeling, to accommodate additional 
students. 


The largest increases this semester 


in credit offerings are in business, so- 
cial science and career programs, es- 
pecially health sciences, Lewis said. 
There is also a noticeable increase in 
participation in the women's and se- 
nior citizen's programs.

ers will not receive the full 10 per 
cent raise, said Wilfred Von Mayr, 
personnel director, 


TEACHERS'WHOSE salaries win 


surpass the top range will only re- 
ceive a raise equal to the salary 
range maximum, Von Mayr said. 


The 
board granted promotions 


Thursday to 15 faculty members out 
of 57 candidates recommended by the 
college promotions committee. 


Von Mayr said he did not know how 


many of the promoted teachers would 
be affected by this decision, since it 
depends on the salary increases cur- 
rently being negotiated by the board 
and faculty. 


The board has set April 1 as the 


target date to conclude negotiations. 
Trustee Robert Rausch, chief board 
negotiator, said he has advised the 
faculty negotiators that the board 
team would withdraw from negotia- 
tions if a substantial agreement is not 
reached by that date.

Ghetto worker revives Boys Club 


by DANN GIRE 


When Timothy Massey was assist- 


ant director of the Boys Club in Louis- 
ville, taking away .38 caliber hand- 
guns and concealed butcher knives 
from kids was a matter of routine. 


Massey's territory was the ghetto, 


and In his words, "It was tough." 


He became executive director of the 


Hoffman Estates Boys Club in Sep- 
tember and since then, has decided 
that regardless of where boys are, 


their problems are basically the 
same. 


When Massey grabbed the reins of 


the sagging program last year, the 
Boys Club membership was 45. 


NOW MASSEY HEADS a 30-man 


all-volunteer staff which looks after 
the needs of 290 to 300 kids, a mem- 
bership rising by an average of three 
a day. 


"I'm not in any way critical of the 


way the Boys Club was handled be- 
fore I carrie," Massey said. "They did 


a tremendous job with what they 
had." 


Because the clubhouse at 161 Illinois 


Blvd. could only be open part time, it 
could not meet the needs of the com- 
munity kids, he explained. 


"We can't do much good on a part- 


time basis," he said. "Kids' problems 
are full time. When you're only open 
for 10 hours a week as the club was 
prior to September), you can't do 
much for the kids." 


Under Massey's direction, the hours 


for the Boys Club have been expanded 
to 3 to 9 p.m. Tuesday through Fri- 
day, and 12 to 5 p.m. Saturdays.

A public hearing on Schaumburg 


Township's $1.4 million budget pro- 
posed for the 1976-77 fiscal year will 
be held at the annual town meeting 
April 13. 


The budget, which includes $100,000 


(or the Elk Grove-Schaumburg Town- 
ships Mental Health Center, is not ex- 
pected to increase taxes, township of- 
ficials say. 


Although exact figures have not 


been compiled, the tax levy is ex- 
pected to remain near the 28.3-cents 
per $100 equalized assessed valuation 
levied last year. 


THE WELFARE budget is proposed 


at $220.000, up $20,000 over last year. 
During the past two years, the town- 
ship's general asistance caseload has 
more than doubled because of eco- 
nomic conditions.

Spring enrollment at Harper College 


is up 19 per cent from last year, to 
more than 18,000 students. 


The figure is about 2,000 less than 


enrollment for the fall semester. How- 
ever, most colleges experience an 8 to 
10 per cent drop from ail to spring 
semesters, said Patrick Lewis, col- 
lege spokesman. 


The total headcount for the 1976 


soring semester is 18,044 students,

THE GREATEST increase in enroll- 


ment was in the continuing education 
sector, with more than 6,000 students 
enrolled in spring semester courses. 


Harper translates its enrollment fig-

numbers, determined by the average 


number of hours being taken by stu- 
dents if all students took a full course 
load. The full-time equivalent figure 
for the college this semester is 6,800 
students, nearly reaching the 7,000 ca- 
pacity the college anticipated by 1980.

Shooting 
a prelude 
to murder?

R o l l i n g Meadows police have 


stepped up investigation, into last 
year's shooting of a former city resi- 
dent who was shot to death last week. 


Det. Sgt. Charles Smith of the Roll- 


ing Meadows police department, said 
ballistic tests are being taken this 
week to determine if the bullets that 
last week killed Thomas Sitkowski, 35, 
came from the same .38 caliber pistol 
used when he was wounded by gunfire 
in his Rolling Meadows apartment 
last October. 


On Oct. 21 an unknown assailant, 


standing outside a window, fired five 
shots into Sitkowski's apartment at 
2310 Algonquin Rd. Two bullets struck 
Sitkowski in the back during the 
shooting incident, but he was not se- 
riously injured. 


LAST WEEK, Sitkowski was shot to 


death and his Arlington Heights attor- 
ney, Daniel H. Wolff, was wounded as 
they were walking toward their auto 
parked on a Chicago street. 


Charged with murdering Sitkowski 


is William Coughlin, 30, a caseworker 
with the Illinois Dept. of Children and 
Family Services. 


Police said the shooting last week 


stemmed from a dispute between Sit- 
kowski and Coughlin over alleged mis- 
treatment of Sitkowski's daughter, 
who was reportedly living with Cough- 
lin as a foster child at the time. 


Sitkowski had been in court last 


Tuesday on a charge of aggravated 
assault against the girl filed by 
Coughlin, but the count was dis- 
missed. 


Smith said he routinely questioned 


Coughlin after the October 1975 shoot- 
ing along with other persons Sitkowski 
had known, but there were no arrests. 


RESULTS OF the ballistics tests 


are expected late this week, Smith 
said. 


A county grand jury also is in- 


vestigating both shootings. 


Wolff, the other shooting victim, 


was released Saturday from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Hospital, Chicago, a 
hospital representative said.

The 
Spectrum committee last week pre- 
sented the r/ark board with a $16,900 
profit budget for first-year operations. 


"I THINK OUR feasibility study is 


as good as Fred Hall's," Campise 
said Friday during a meeting with 
Hall and commissioners Thomas Pat- 
ten and Waldon Degner. "I don't think 
Fred Hall wants this and I don't think 
the board wants it. We deserve a, ref- 
erendum so you can let the people de- 
cide if we want to spend that money." 


The Spectrum committee is urging 


the park board to back a second refer- 
endum to purchase the arena. A sim- 
ilar referendum last June was de- 
feated by a 2-1 margin. 


Campise and Michael Dalfonso, an- 


other committee member, said the 
board should consider the almost 3,000 
signers of a petition supporting a ref- 
erendum rather than only Hall's 
study. 


"We still have 3,000 signatures," 


Dalfonso said. 


"I don't see how the board can be 


so optimistic about increased costs 
and not be optimistic about how the 
people feel about this," Campise said. 


Harwig gets names of three fire chief candidates 


The names of three prospective can- 


didates for Palatine fire chief have 
been presented to Village Mgr. Anton 
H. Harwig. 


The candidates, whose names have 


not been revealed, were selected from 
21 applicants for the job by the spe- 
cial four-member citizens selection 
committee appointed by Village Pres. 


Wendell E. Jones. The committee was 
created last October to find a new fire 
chief when Fire Chief Orville Helms 
was promoted to fire marshal at a 
$26,000 annual salary.

Salary for the new chief has been 


set at $23,000 for the fiscal year begin- 
ning May 1. ' 


FRIDAY'S MEETING was called so

The major differences are in proj- 


ected utility and gas heating costs. 
Hall's budget outlines a $27,400 utility 
cost and a $9,500 gas expense. He said 
his figures are based on 1975 actual 
expenses at the Sepctrum plus appro- 
priate rate increases and increased 
usage hours.

"Until today, I have always ended 


my lecturei by saying nothing is con- 
clusive," said Von Daniken in a heavy 
Swiss accent. "But today," he said, 
standing at the podium, "I am happy 
and privileged to say 1 have that con- 
clusive evidence." 


THE SOCIETY, organized in 1973 


by Park Ridge attorney Gene M. Phil- 
lips, had heard nothing but specula- 
tion about everything from Biblical 
spacecraft to the hypothesis that 
Jesus was an ancient astronaut. No 
one would go so far as to say he had 
"proof" but Von Daniken. 


The author of "Chariots of the 


Gods?" and other books about extra- 
terrestrial visitations wove a tale 
about an African tribe which knows 
more than it should about the stars 


"There is a tribe called the Dogons 


in the Republic of Mali who worship 
the star Sirius," Von Daniken ex-

plained He said Robert Temple, a 
British astronomer researching the 
tribe's religion, found that the natives 
actually reserve their highest worship 
for a star called Sirius B ... a small 
star orbiting its partner, but Invisible 
without a powerful telescope. 


"The Dogons, a primitive people, 


know the exact position of Sirius B 
and the details of its orbit down to the 
smallest details," said Von Daniken. 
"They know the star is extremely 
heavy and say 'a cup will weigh more 
than all the grain in the world.' We 


know today that Sirius B is a dwarf 
star and a matchbox full of its mate- 
rial would weigh perhaps 50 tons." 


THE EXISTENCE OF Sirius B was 


not known to western man until the 
late 19th Century. 


"There is no way they could have 


known of the existence of this star, its 
orbit or its composition on their own," 
he said. "It proves they were vis- 
ited " 


Von Daniken has turned his writing 


into big business in the last few years, 
and Saturday was no exception. Wai- 
den Books in Woodfield Shopping Cen- 
ter "catered" the affair with hun- 
dreds of his books and related liter- 
ature about UFO's, ancient gods and 
archeology. 


When Von Daniken wasn't talking, 


he was furiously autographing his 
books and bantering with the crowd, 
which ranged from college students to 
housewives, about unsolved mysteries 
of the world. 


THERE EVEN WAS a travel desk 


featuring tours to Mexico and South 
America by Erich Von Daniken Tours 
International Inc. And society mem- 
bers and guests paid a $10 admission 
fee to take it all in. 


While the crowd waited for Von 


Daniken's appearance, Phillips in- 
troduced other lecturers, including Jo- 
sef F. Blumnch, a retired NASA engi- 
neer who helped design Skylab and

number of hours being taken by stu- 


dents if all students took a full course 
load. The full-time equivalent figure 
for the college this semester is '6,800 
students, nearly reaching the 7,000 ca- 
pacity the college anticipated by 1980. 


"Our problem right now is we are 


trying to fit almost 7,000 students into 
a campus for 6,000 or 7,000 students, 
but the campus is only 60 per cent 
completed," Lewis said 


In addition, college administrators 


expect the enrollment to climb to 
nearly 10,000 full-time equivalent stu- 
dents by 1980, exceeding the pre- 
dictions given in Harper's long range 
plan 


LEWIS SAID the increase in enroll- 


ment this semester has created park- 
ing problems on the Palatine campus. 
The results of a traffic study con- 
ducted of the Harper area will be pre- 


sented to the board of trustees next 
week. The study recommends the ex- 
pansion of parking space at the col- 
lege, Lewis said 


Harper also operates three exten- 


sion centers, at Harrington High 
School, St. Viator High School, Arling- 
ton Heights and Willow Park Center, 
Wheeling, to accommodate additional 
students. 


The largest increases this semester 


in credit offerings are in business, so- 
cial science and career programs, es- 
pecially health sciences, Lewis said. 
There is also a noticeable increase in 
participation in the women's and se- 
nior citizen's programs.

of the universe. Mathematics, the lan- 
guage of science, bears it out. 


But scientists and Von Daniken part 


company when it comes to "con- 
clusive proof" that other civilizations 
sent missions to this planet. 


His books are compilations of ex- 


cellent questions, colorful descriptions 
and flamboyant answers, the critics 
say. They are not scientific studies 
and they contain no proof. 


But if Von Daniken's story about 


the Dogons and their mysterious 
knowledge of Sirius B holds water, the 
critics soon may change their tune. 


"These cases all are probable," 


said Von Daniken. "You can see the 
facts "

Von Mayr said he did not know how 


many of the promoted teachers would 
be affected by this decision, since it 


depends on the salary increases cur- 
rently being negotiated by the board 
and faculty.

Trustee Robert Rausch, chief board 
negotiator, said he has advised the 
faculty negotiators that the board 
team would withdraw from negotia- 
tions if a substantial agreement is not 
reached by that date.

"I don't think the board has a right 


to set a date. If we are not finished by 
then that is not the end of negotiations 
as far as we are concerned," Bartos 
said.

People from country 
towns always tried to escape 
north where there might be Jobs 
and a future in Chicago. 


Seeing as Virg did not like being 


hungry anymore than the next 
young man, he came north, too. 


THUS BEGINS the story of a

er sadly.

Author has 'conclusive evidence' 
Did ancient spacemen visit here? 


by GERRY KERN 


Erich Von Daniken, the high scribe 


of ancient astronauts, came to the 
Northwest suburbs Saturday to van- 
quish his many critics with "con- 
clusive evidence" 
that spaceships 


from other planets descended to earth 
in the distant past. 


The 
39-year-old Swiss author's 


words were music to the ears of about 
BOO followers who attended an all-day 
world conference of the Ancient Astro- 
naut Society at the O'Hare Inn, Mann- 
heim and Higgins roads, Rosembnt. 


"Until today, I have always ended 


my lectures by saying nothing is con- 


clusive," said Von Daniken in a heavy 
Swiss accent. "But today," he said, 
standing at the podium, "I am happy 
and privileged to say I have that con- 
clusive evidence." 


THE SOCIETY, organized in 1973 


by Park Ridge attorney Gene M. Phil- 
lips, had heard nothing but specula- 
tion about everything from Biblical' 
spacecraft to the hypothesis that 
Jesus was an ancient astronaut. No 
one would go so far as to say he had 
"proof" but Von Daniken. 


The author of "Chariots of the 


Gods?" and other books about extra- 
terrestrial visitations wove a tale 


about an African tribe which knows 
more than it should about the stars. 


"There is a tribe called the Dogons 


in the Republic of Mali who worship 
the star Sirius," Von Daniken ex- 
plained. He said Robert Temple, a 
British astronomer researching the 
tribe's religion, found that the natives 
actually reserve their highest worship 
for a slar called Sirius B . . . a small 
star orbiting its partner, but invisible 
without a powerful telescope. 


"The Dogons, a primitive people, 


know Ihe exact position of Sirius B 
and the details of its orbit down to the 
smallest details," said Von Daniken. 


"They know the star is extremely 
heavy and say 'a cup will weigh more 
than all the grain in the world.' We 
know today that Sirius B is a dwarf 
star and a matchbox full of its mate- 
rial would weigh perhaps 50 tons." 


THE EXISTENCE OF Sirius B was 


not known to western man until Ihe 
late 19th Cent ary. 


"There is no way they could have 


known of Ihe existence of this star, its 
orbit or its composition on their own," 
he said. "II proves they were vis- 
ited."

may curb 
vandalism 


Youthful vandals who destroy public 


property in Mount Prospect will find 
themselves facing costly lawsuits if 
Trustee Theodore J. Wattenberg has 
his way. 


"Forget about the criminal law. I'm 


talking about getting the money 
back," Wattenberg said, calling for 
civil court action against vandals. 


Wattenberg said the village has been 
unable to recover any funds for dam- 
age done by vandals because the 
criminal law protects minors. He said 
if the criminal law provides no re- 
course for the village, officials should 
look elsewhere. 


"THEY KEEP saying nothing can 


be done," Wattenberg said. "Let's not 
waste time with the criminal law." 


Noting that youthful drivers have 


been successfully sued as a result of 
auto accidents, Wattenberg said there 
is no reason why the same should not 
hold true in a vandalism suit. He said 
payment might come from the van- 
dal's family's homeowners insurance. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley en- 


dorsed Wallenberg's suggestion, say- 
ing he will have Ihe village attorney 
look inlo Ihe mailer as soon as pos- 
sible. 


"Not being a lawyer, I don't know 


Ihe legalities, but I sure would like to 
see them brought into court and sued 
for the whole amount," Eppley said. 


In December village officials called 


for possible development of a dis- 
ciplinary program for convicted van- 
dals. The board's fire and police com- 
mittee called for a study on the legal- 
ity of such a program, saying the 
courts are not punishing vandals.

Dist. 59 teachers plan protest 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 teach- 


ers plan to protest the firing of 55 
teachers and budget cutbacks totaling 
$754,000 at the school board meeting 
tonight. 


The board will vote tonight on the 


budget cutbacks that include elimina- 
tion of about 30 teaching positions in 
the district next year. The board also 
will vote on notifying first-year teach- 
ers on probationary contracts that 
they will not be rchlred next year. 


Al Stone, associate superintendent, 


said the administration sent about 55 
teachers notification that they should 
expect an official termination notice 
from the board. He said the state code 


requires the district notify teachers at 
least 60 days before the end of the 
school year if they are not being re- 
hired for the following year. 


"PROBABLY, THE majority of 


them will be rehired," he said. "Last 
year we sent out the same notice to 
all teachers on a temporary contract 
and they were all rehired." 


He said the district has been losing 


about 80 teachers a year through at- 
trition. He said he did not know how 
many teachers are not returning. 


He said the teachers on the tem- 


porary contract, or first-year teach- 
ers, also were told at the time they 


were hired that it might be for just 
one year. 


"We said we didn't know what the 


outlook would be one year from now 
because of declining enrollment," he 
said. 


PART-TIME TEACHERS also re- 


ceived notification they would not be 
rehired because the district doesn't 
know its staffing needs at this tune, 
he said.

into big business in the last few years, 
and Saturday was no exception. Wai- 
den Books in Woodfield Shopping Cen- 
ter "catered" the affair with hun- 
dreds of his books and related liter- 
ature about UFO's, ancient gods and 
archeology. 


When Von Daniken wasn't talking, 


he was furiously autographing his 
books and bantering with the crowd, 
which ranged from college students to 
housewives, about unsolved mysteries 
of the world. 


THERE EVEN WAS a travel desk 


featuring tours to Mexico and South 
America by Erich Von Daniken Tours 
International Inc. And society mem- 
bers and guests paid a $10 admission 
fee to take it all in. 


While the crowd waited for Von 


Daniken's appearance, Phillips in- 
troduced other lecturers, including Jo- 
sef P. Blumrich, a retired NASA engi- 
neer who helped design Skylab and 
the yet unlaunched American Space 
Shuttle. 


Blumrich is author of the "Space- 


ships of Ezekiel." Blumrich told the 
group that a strange passage in the 
Bible's Book of Ezekiel actually de- 
scribes the landing of an ancient 
"space shuttle" piloted by visitors to 
earth in about 500 B.C. 


B l u m r i c h , philosopher Luis E. 


Navia, engineer Stuart W Greenwood 
and others all applauded Von Daniken 
and blasted the "staunchly con- 
servative" critics in the scientific 
community for not doing the same. 


MANY OF THE LEADING astrono- 


mers and scientists of the day quarrel 
with Von Daniken over the quality of 
his evidence and the assumptions he 
makes based on it. 


Any astronomer today worth the 


price of his pocket calculator has ac- 
cepted the notion that life — even in- 
telligent life-abounds in the vastness 
of the universe. Mathematics, the lan- 
guage of science, bears't out. 


But scientists and Von Daniken part 


company when it comes to "con- 
clusive proof" that other civilizations 
sent missions to this planet. 


His books are compilations of ex- 


cellent questions, colorful descriptions 
and flamboyant answers, the critics 
say. They are not scientific studies 
and they contain no proof. 


But if Von Daniken's story about 


the Dogons and their 
mysterious 


knowledge of Sirius B holds water, the 
critics soon may change their tune. 


"These cases all are probable," 


said Von Daniken. "You can see the 
facts."

Harper trustees slap limit 
on 10% faculty pay boosts 


The Harper 
College Board 
of 


Trustees agreed to grant 10 per cent 
pay raises to 15 faculty members re- 
ceiving promotions this year but will 
not give raises above the maximum 
salary range set by the board' in De- 
cember. 


If the negotiated pay raise for any 


of the promoted faculty members'ex- 
ceeds the maximum level, the teach- 
ers will not receive the full 10 per 
cent raise, said Wilfred Von Mayr, 
personnel director. 


TEACHERS WHOSE salaries will 


surpass the top range will only re- 
ceive a raise equal to the salary 
range maximum, Von Mayr said. 


The board granted promotions 


Thursday to 15, faculty members out 
of 57 candidates recommended by the 
college promotions committee. 


Von Mayr said he did not know how! 


many of the promoted teachers would 
be affected by this decision, since it 
depends on the salary increases cur- 
rently being negotiated by the board 
and faculty. 


The board has set April 1 as the 


target date to conclude negotiations. 
Trustee Robert Rausch, chief board 
negotiator, said he has advised the 
faculty negotiators that the board 
team would withdraw from negotia- 
tions if a substantial agreement is not 
reached by that date. 


MICHAEL BARTOS, chief faculty 


negotiator, said the faculty team does 
not accept the April 1 deadline. 


"I don't think the board has a right 


to set a date. If we are not finished by 


then that is not the end of negotiations 
as far as we are concerned," Bartos 
said.

Munson said the 10 per cent raise 
granted to promoted teachers will not 
affect any part of the faculty negotia- 
tions.

Career education programs at the 


junior high school help students know 
the difference between "what they 
want to be and what they are capable 
of being," Kukla said. 


Social attitudes of the 13-and 14-
